TRADITIONALLY,  the  Brighaan  Young  Uni- 
verse has  been  a newspaper  which  kept  cam- 
paigning reports  from  its  news  columns  and 
left  campaigning  of  individual  candidates  pret- 
ty well  to  the  use  of  signs,  banners  and  pic- 
tures.

WASHINGTON,  (AP)— Don- 
ald R.  Moysey’s  raid  on  the 
Communists  for  back  taxes  has 
a lot  of  angles.

MOYSEY  CONTENDS  the 
Communist  party  owes  taxes  and 
-has  never  filed  a return.  The 
Communists  argue  they  don’t 
have  to  file  a return,  saying 
they  make  no  profit  and  live  off 
contributions. 


A Revenue  Service  tax  expert 
here  says  political  parties,  even 
though  making  no  profit,  must 
file  a return.  He  did  not  say  the 
Qommunists  are  a political  par- 
ty. 

UNDER  THE  Corrupt  Prac- 
tices Law  political  parties  which 
try  to  influence  elections  in  more 
than  one  state  must  file  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  a 
report  on  their  income,  where 
they  get  it,  how  they  spend  it. 

The  Democrats  and  Republi- 
cans file  these  reports.  House 


from  the  Communists.  It’s  hard 
to  see  how  they  could  call 
themselves  a political  party  and 
argue  that  they  don’t  try  to  in- 
fluence elections. 

THERE’S  A penalty — a year 
in  jail  and  a $1,000  fine — for  not 
complying  with  this  law.  Why 
hasn’t  the  Justice  Department 
prosecuted  the  Communist  par- 
ty? The  last  thing  the  Justice 
Department  wants  to  admit  is 
that  the  Communists  are  a “pol- 
itical” party. 

It  has  pending  in  the  Supreme 
Court  a case  in  which  it  is  try- 
ing to  prove  the  party  is  not  a 
bona  fide  American  political 
party  but  a Russian  agent. 


COLLEGE  STUDENTS  could 
do  a lot  to  increase  understand- 
ing of  the  Soviet  Union.  Of 
course,  as  Oberlin’s  last  dele- 
gate, Ivar  Oxaal,  pointed  out, 
the  delegates  do  not  become 
Russia  experts  just  as  a non- 
English  speaking  Russian  stu- 
dent would  not  become  an  ex- 
pert on  American  life,  attitudes, 
and  policies  by  spending  two 
weeks  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
and  Washington,  D.C.
